Sir, 

I have the honor to forward the report fop 1884 by Surgeon-Major 
L. D. Spencer, M. D., on sanitation, vaccination, dispensaries, and jails in the 
Native States of Rajputana and in Ajmere-Merwara. 

2. During the year under review the births registered in Ajmere-Merwara 
amounted to 12,547, being 333 in excess of the number recorded in 1883, the 
Bumber of deaths rose from 7,589 to 10,424, representing an increase of 37 per 
cent, upon the mortality during the previous year. 

3. The compilation of vital statistics is still in its infancy in the Native 
States, and although some improvement is acknowledged to have taken place in 
the returns famished from Ulwur, the table given in the 6th paragraph of the 
Superintendent-QeneraVs report is obviously defective. More complete records 
cannot, however, be expected in this early stage of statistical progress, nor have 
I deemed it politic to insist at once upon the submission of more elaborate 
returns. For the present we must, I fear, rest content with the information 
that has been supplied, and trust to time and the intelligence of Native Chiefs 
for further progress in this direction. 

4. In 1884 an outbreak of cholera occurred at Ajmere, and the States of 
Dholpur, Bhurtpore, Jeypore, Kerowlee, Ulwur, Tonk, and Jodhpore were also 
visited by this epidemic. In Ajmere 227 deaths occurred out of 361 seizures, 
while in the Native States out of 2,278 casep, 1,056 proved fatal. The outbreak 
lasted from May to October. 

5. The mortality from small-pox was greater than in 1883 ; 948 fatal cases 
occurred in Ajmere : of the 920 deaths from this cause in Native States, more 
than half the number is recorded against the city of Jeypore. The mortality 
from fever and bowel complaints was also higher than in the preceding year. 

6. Dr. Spencer's report bears testimony to the improvements effected in 
Native States in the matter of sanitation, and there is much reason to hope 
that the measures already introduced may be more widely adopted, as the 
value and success of their results obtain recognition. Much of course is still 
needed, but it will be seen that during the year under review no little activity 
has been displayed in almost every State from Bhurtpore to Jodhpore, and from 
Bikanir to JhaUawar. 

Important works are in progress for the better conservancy of Ajmere, 
notably the removal of sewage by rail, and the arrangements for supplying 
the town with filtered water. Although these matters have not yet reached 
an advanced stage, the municipality appears to show some appreciation of the 
great importance of the whole question, and may be trusted to bring to a 
satisfactory conclusion the work which has now been conmienced. 

7. I regret to observe that vaccine operations have declined in Ajmere 
during the year under review, owing, it is said, to the incompetency of the 
Native Superintendent. Arrangements have, however, been made to secure the 
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services of a more eflBcient man, and there is promise of better results being 
achieved in the current year. On the other hand, the report for the Native 
States is generally favorable, improvement being visible under every head 
except that of primary vaccination in which the success achieved falls slightly 
below the standard attained in 1883. It is satisfactory to observe that the 
violence of the opposition to vaccination appears to be diminishing in Raj- 
putana. 

8. No change is reported in the number of dispensaries established in 
Ajmere-Merwara. In Kerowlee three new ones were opened, which gives a total 
of 69 for the Native States. All these latter institutions are maintained at the 
sole expense of the Darbars, no subscriptions being received from the public or 
contributions from any local bodies. 

The returns for Ajmere show a decline of 15 per cent, in the number of in- 
patients, and a rise of 2 per cent, in the aggregate of out-patients. In Native 
States the total of in-patients was nearly the same as in 1883, while the number 
of out-patients rose by 14 per cent., this result being due, no doubt, to an increase 
in the number of dispensaries. In Ajmere-Merwara and the Native States 46 
per cent of those who frequented the dispensaries were women and children. 
I notice with satisfaction an increase in the amount of subscriptions received 
from natives in Ajmere, while the large expenditure incurred in Native States 
is sufficient evidence of the appreciation in which the institutions are there 
held. 

9. The statistics referring to the Ajmere jail exhibit a decided improve- 
ment upon the figures for 1883. Although there was an increase of 21 in 
the daily average number of inmates, the average daily number of the sick 
was 6, or the same as in the previous year. The two deaths which occurred 
during the year represented a mortality of only 3 per thousand, while in 1883 
the death-rate was 11 per mille. 

In the 13 prisons in Native States the average population aggregated 
3,020, the death-rate was 45 per thousand, but if cholera, which is an excep- 
tional death-cause, be excluded, the rate of mortality is reduced to 37 per 
thousand against 33 per mille in 1883. Cholera broke out in five jails causing 
24 deaths out of 37 seizures. A new jail has been erected at Tonk, and plans 
are under preparation for the construction of a suitable building at Oodeypore. 
The prison at Kerowlee has been considerably enlarged, while at Jeypore and 
Dholpur some improvements have been introduced, but over-crowding still exists 
at both the latter places* It will be observed that the question of providing 
additional buildings at Jeypore is under the consideration of the Darbar.

4. The death-rate rose from 16 to 22 per thousand^ the increase being shown in 6 out 
of the 6 causes given in the above table. The greatest number of deaths took place in the Srd 
and 4th quarters of the year. Forty-eight percent, of the mortality occurred in children under 
6 years of age^ and 18 per cent, in people above 50^ while the smallest number of deatha 
was legistered m persons between the ages of 10 and 15 years. These percentages are nearly 
identical with those given in the report for 1883. 

5. Bifthi. — ^The birth-rate was 27 per thousand against 26 per mille in 1888. The 
remarkable variation in the ratios given for the different circles would seem to point to defeo* 
tive registration, which is apparently not properly carried out even in Ajmere town, Ajmere 
suburbs, and Beawar town, for, according to the returns, the deaths exceeded the births in these 
three circles by 8, 12, and 6 per thousand respectively. One hundred and sixteen males were 
bom to every 100 females. 

6. In Native States, as has been observed in previous reports, the importance of vital 
statistics is not as yet recognized. Efforts have been made through the Political Agents and 
Medical Officers to obtain the information asked for by the Surgeon-General in accordance 
with Statements I to X of the Standard Series. These efforts, however, have met with but 
little success, and in consultation with the Agent to the Governor-General it has been decided 
that it is undesirable to press for the submission of returns as elaborate as those asked for. 
It is considered that for the present, at any rate, we had better be content with the information 
given in the form appended and marked Table 4. It is hoped that in time the advantages to 
be derived from the acquisition of this kind of knowledge will be perceived, and that then a 
staff, which does not now exist, for the collection of these statistics will be organized in each 
State. It will not be out of place to insert here paragraph 11 from my Report for 1882. 
It is there observed — *^ It is not many years since sanitation was almost totally disregarded in 
Europe, and it is only recently that anything like a sound public opinion has been established 
on the subject amongst Western communities. It is not therefore surprising to find that 
though individuals here and there dimly perceive the importance of hygiene, the people 
generally in Native States are good-naturedly indifferent to it. The progress made in the 
endeavour to break ancient habits and to change immemorial customs is generally slow, and 
the process while necessitating tact requires, perhaps, above all things patience. It may be as 
well also to mention here, that we owe any information received regarding jails and medical or 
sanitary arrangements in Native States entirely to the courtesy of the different Darbars. 
Under these circumstances anything but criticism of the mildest character would be out of 
place in this report ; for if dissatisfaction with the statistics furnished were published, it would 
probably have a deterrent effect and might lead to the information required being either 
only partially supplied or altogether withheld. Rajputana, therefore, differs widely from those 
Provinces in which it is merely necessary to issue an order to have it promptly executed. **

7. The above table affords all the information regarding vital statistics received from 
Native States. Efforts will continue to be made to improve the accuracy and completeness of 
this return, which is at present obviously defective in both of these qualities. The statistics 
from Ulwur are fuller and more correct than those furnished by the other States^ which is 
accounted for by the Maharaja taking an enlightened interest in the subject. The returns 
for the city of Jhalrapatan and the State of Jhallawar have not yet been received^ but should 
they arrive in time the figures will be entered in Table 4. 

Chibp Disbasbs. 

8. Number of deaths in the Ajmere Division. — The following table shows the total number 
of deaths recorded from disease and injuries :—

The mortality was greater by 87 per cent, than that registered for the previous year^ the 
increase being markedly shown in 5 out of 6 headings in the table. 

9. Ajmere was again visited by an epidemic of cholera, which, however, was neither so 
severe nor so widespread as in 1882. Cases were recorded in 11 out of the 23 circles, but the 
suburbs and town of Ajmere suffered much more severely than the outlying districts. 

10. The Officiating Civil Surgeon states that the first case occurred on the 25th of May 
in a woman lodging in a hut in the suburbs of Ajmere who arrived the day before via Agra 
from Aligarh, where people were suffering from cholera. Disinfectants were freely used about 
the hut, clothing, &c., of the patient, and the usual sanitary precautions adopted. There was 
no apparent difference between the site and surroundings of this hut and the other huts where 
cholera did not occur. 

11. Another seizure did not take place in the neighbourhood of Ajmere until the 15th 
of June, when 2 persons were attacked, and 4 more cases speedily followed. These 6 cases 
all occurred near the Delhi and Madar Gkites of the city. The disease now remained quies- 
cent for some days, bursting out again on the 2nd of July in the city and suburbs, where 
before the end of the month 253 persons were attacked, of whom 114 died. In August 84 
cases with 48 deaths occurred, the disease finally disappearing from the suburbs and from the 
division on the 7th of September. 

12. One hundred and twenty-nine cases with 59 deaths took place in the town of Ajmere, 
and 222 cases with 107 deaths in the suburbs, all of which were seen by the Medical Staff. 
Tifty-siz deaths were reported by the police in the outlying districts, and 10 persons, of whom 
5 died, were attended by Hospital Assistants. The total number of cases treated by tiie 
Medical Staff, therefore, was 861, of which 171 died. Adding to these the 56 deaths reported 
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6- BEPOBT ON THB ADHIKISTBATION OF SAJFUTANA, 

by the police brings the number of fatal cases registered daring the epidemic to 227. It is re- 
markable that in the Merwara Battalion Hnes^ in the Mayo College and ground, and in the jail^ 
where sanitation is closely attended to, not a single case of cholera occurred. 

1^. The arrangements made by Dr. Crofts for the treatment of the sick were excellent. 
He did what lay in his power to meet the sanitary requirements of the station, and the un- 
tiring energy displayed by him throughout the epidemic was most praiseworthy. Dr. Crofts 
speaks in high terms of Apothecary C. Pierce of the Railway Department, who held executive 
charge of the cholera hospital, and also of Hospital Assistant Elahi Buksh of the Ajmere 
Dispensary, both of whom, with the staff under them, did their best to relieve those suffering 
from the malady. 

14. In Native States the number of cases of cholera recorded in the weekly returns was 
2,W8, of which 1,056, or 46 per cent., proved fatal. Seven States were more or less affected by 
the disease^ which was much more severe than in 1883, and caused a greater mortality than in 
1882, when a larger number of persons were attacked by it. As far as can be ascertained, 
it commenced about the middle of May and ended on the 23rd of October.

15. The first cases were reported in Dholpur and Bhurtpore on the l6tU and 17th o^ MaVj 
and between these dates and the 31st of August and 3rd of September^ 595 seizixres with 161 
deaths had taken place in Dholpur and 278 seizures with 150 deaths in Bhurtpore. 

1 6. In Jeypore, according to the weekly returns, cholera appeared at two places on the 
24th of May; the Agency Surgeon, howeyer, in his annual report states that a cj^se, fpllow^ 
by three others, was said to have occurred on the 6th of May. The first authentic case wt^ 
apparently that of a boy who came from Muthra, where cholera was prevalent, and died on the 
platform at Bandikui on removal from the train. Three hundred and twenty-eight ca@es.an4 
286 4eaths were registered before the disease disappeared from. Jeypore and from BajputaI^i on 
the 23rd of October. 

17. In Kerowlee the first case to< : place o^ the 27th of May, and before t)ie disease 
ceased, on the 11th of September, 4tl2 T^r^ons were attacked and 200 died of it. The epidemic 
w|U9 sharply felt in the city, where 174 deaths occurred out of 364 seizures. 

18. In Ulwur, between the 4th of June and the 9th of August, there were 38 cases and 
1.6 deaths, these being reported from 12 different localities. 

19. On the 5tli of July cholera broke out at Pali in Jodhpore, and subsequently a few 
cases occurred at Sojat. It fell with considerable severity upon Pali, which the Agency Surgeon 
ss^ys was the dirtiest town in Marwar, with a water-supply drawn from a tank which must 
have received much of the surface drainage. The inhabitants beh'eve that the disease was 
introduced from Ajmere by a passenger in the railway, but the grounds for this belief were not 
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"Substantiated by enquiries made on the spot. It is stated that in spite of its filthy conditioii 
iJhe town has been free from cholera for 15 years. The epidemic has not proved an unmixed 
evil^ since its occurrence caused the place to be cleansed, and sanitation to be somewhat attended 
to. Four hundred and thirty-eight seizures and 134 deaths were reported at Pali and Sojat, 
of which S3, with 12 deaths, happened at Sojat, the Agency Surgeon attributing the compara- 
tive immunity to the superior sanitary state of this town. The last case was registered on the 
26th of September. 

20. One doubtful case was reported from the cantonment of Deoli on the -21st of July. 

21. On the 11th of August the city of Tonk was attacked by the disease which dis- 
appeared on the 23rd of September, causing during that time 108 deaths out of 188 cases. 
^Fhe measures recommended by 1st Class Hospital Assistant Pirbhu Lall, who has Submitted a 
creditable report on the epidemic, were judicious, and would seem to have been promptly adopt- 
ed by the Darbar. Before the appearance of cholera at Tonk it had been prevalent in several 
adjacent villages, the inhabitants of which had free intercourse with the people of the city. 
The first case occurred in a sepoy, aged 22, of cleanly habits, who, when he was not on guard 
at the gate, lived, with 8 others, in a house capable of accommodating 20 people, in which 

•a person died of cholera in 1882. The house itself apparently only differed from its neighbours 
by being in a better sanitary condition than they, but the street io which it is situated is 7i feet 
wide and was very dirty. The sepoy was the only person in the street who suffered from the 
disease. The water-supply waa drawn from a well, 48 feet deep, used for both bathing and 
drinking purposes. The water was low^ and was probably contaminated by the dirty mud 
surrounding the mouth of the well. 

22. The figures regarding cholera given in this report have been taken from the Monthly 
Betoms submitted to the Sanitary Commissioner with the Grovernment of India, as it is* consi- 
dered that these figures are less likely to be incorrect than those furnished at the end of tiie 
year by the different Darbars. The discrepancy in the number of deaths entered against 2 
States and 2 cities in Table 4, and those recorded against the same States and cities in Table 6, 
illustrates the diflSculty of obtaining exact information from the Raj authorities, who, however 
desirous they may be of affording it, are without the means of collecting the required data. 
The deaths registered against cholera therefore (and the same applies to other diseases), must be 
looked upon as only giving some idea of the number of those who died. The mortality may 
have been much greater, or in the absence of persons with medical knowledge certain diseases 
may have been credited with deaths which should have been debited to other maladies. 

23. Small-pox was widely distributed in the Ajmere Division, fatal cases occurring in 21 
out of the 23 circles of registration. Nine hundred and forty-eight persons died of the disease, 
of whom 17 only were over 12 years of age. The deaths in Kekri Town and Sawer District 
reached the high figure of 7 and 6 per thousand of population. These returns bring promi- 
nently to notice that the extension of vaccination is a matter of vital impoj*tance. 

24. More deaths from small-pox were reported from Native States than in the previous 
year. According to Table 4, there were 920 fatal cases of which more than half are shown 
against the city of Jeypore.

25. Table 7 shows the quarterly distribution of deaths from small-pox And cholera in Uie 
Ajmere Division. 

26. Referring again to Tables 5 and 4, we find that fevers and bowel doitiplaiuts caused a 
much larger mortality both in the Ajmere Division and in Native States than in 1883. This 
exemplifies what appears to have been the invariable rule in Bajputana, viz., that much sickness 
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follows much ram. Probably a large proportion of this sickness is preventible, and in course 
of time will gradually disappear before improved drainage^ increased cultivation^ and other 
sanitary measures. 

Sanitation. 

26. Ajmere Division. — Ajmere. The arrangements for the removal of the sewage by 
rail, and for supplying the town with filtered water are not yet completed, bat it is expected 
they will be finished by the end of this year or the beginning of 1886. The Municipal 
Committee has paid considerable attention to saDitation, but progress is slow. Something, 
however, has been accomplished, though much remains to be done, and unless it be done quickly, 
the health of the people must suffer. The Officiating Civil Surgeon called the attention of the 
Committee 4uring the cholera epidemic to some reforms which have long been urgently required, 
and it is hoped that some of them will be presently carried out. Several of the members fully 
recognize the paramount importance of sanitation, and large sums have been spent on its 
improvement. 

27. Each vaccinator's knowledge of the Sanitary Primer is tested in Ajmere and in 
Native States, and he is instructed to take every opportunity of spreading information regard- 
ing the laws of health amongst the villagers. The Primer has also been introduced into some 
of the schools. 

28. Native Stales, — A general, if a somewhat unequal, advance has been made in sanita- 
tion by the Native States. This advance is shown not only by an increasing interest in the 
cleanliness of the cities, but also by improvements effected in jails and . dispensaries. When it 
is remembered that not so many years ago (see report for 1872, paragraph 5) some of the 
prisoDcrs in Rajputana picked up a precarious subsistence by beggin^^ in the streets, it will be 
readily admitted that their present condition, though in some instances leaving much to be 
desired, is one of comparative health and comfort. 

. 29. Jeypore. Dr. Hendley in his annual report remarks : *' The adoption of a complete 
conservancy scheme for Jeypore has been postponed pending the completion of some great 
district engineering works, after which the Executive Engineer, Colonel Jacob, proposes, with 
the consent of the Darbar, to transfer a portable railway to the city, which will enable the 
Municipality to have the rubbish and excreta collected by the present conservancy staff at 
depdts at convenient distances and then removed by rail to the suburbs.'^ Several minor 
improvements were sanctioned, riz.f the purchase of 20 conservancy carts, the erection of two 
•ample latrines and four urinals, each of the latter being provided with swing buckets. In 
two districts progress has been made in village sanitation, but in other parts of the State 
Dr. Hendley considers it doubtful whether much has been done in this direction. 

30. In Ulwur, owing to the intelligent interest taken in the subject by His Highness 
the Maharao Raja, the advance reported in previous years has, it is believed, been fully 
maintained. 

31. In Jodhpore, hitherto backward as regards the science of health, a sanitary move- 
ment has been initiated by the Municipal Committee appointed by the Darbar. The staff of 
sweepers has been reorganized and increased, rubbish carts purchased, and latrines, as an experi- 
ment, erected. 

32. Oodeypoie, Kotah, Jhalrapatan, Bhurtpore, and other cities are kept clean by sweepers 
regularly employed and the filth is removed in carts or on buffaloes. 

S3. At Kerowlee a Municipal Committee has been established by the Darbar, the Presi- 
dent of which is the heir-apparent of this ancient line. Under their auspices the sanitation 
of the city is now attended to, and the jail and dispensary have been much improved. Seven 
years ago pig^, dogs, and cattle, aided by the fowls of the air, were the chief if not the only 
scavengers. 

84. Even far away in the desert at Bikanir, they are bujring rubbish carts and improv- 
ing the jail, and they would have erected latrines had they been encouraged in doing so. But 
in a place like Bikanir, with a light, dry, sandy soil, with the water 300 feet from the surface, 
and with only a few inches of rain a year, it is, in my opinion, better to mark off carefully 
selected areas, to which the people will willingly resort, than to press them to visit latrines 
which, without constant supervision, rapidly become abominably offensive. 

35. While, therefore, an enormous amount remains to be done, it can be confidently 
asserted that something has already been effected, and that progress is being made toveards the 
improvement of sanitation in Native States.

86. In the Ajmere Division there was a decrease in the total number operated on, in the 
number of successful cases, in the percentage of success, and in the average number of opera- 
tions performed by each vaccinator. The total cost was a little less than for the previous year, 
while the average cost of each successful case was higher by 3 pie. Details are shown ii^ Table 8. 

37. The Civil Surgeon of Ajmere, who is also Superintendent of Vaccination, remarks 
that '' For nearly two months the establishment was short by one vaccinator, which in part 
accounts for the falling off/' and again '^ The Native Superintendent has not been a success 
since his appointment, being listless and wanting in energy, and the Civil Surgeon is gener* 
ally too fully occupied to be able to thoroughly supervise the working of vaccination.^' 

88. There is no doubt that the small number of persons vaccinated, and the low percen- 
tage of success, are due chiefly to want of supervision. As the Civil Surgeon has not much 
time to give to the work, it is essential that he should have a really good Assistant, and it was 
thought that such a man had been secured, but unfortunately after a year's trial he has proved 
a failure. Endeavours are now being made by the Civil Surgeon to find an efficient Native 
Superintendent, and if successful in his efforts vaccination should soon improve both in quantity 
and quality. 

39. In Native iStates the number of successful vaccinations increased by %l per cent. 
This increase, which occurred in 1 1 out of 15 States, was most conspicuous in Jeypore, where 
more persons were successfully vaccinated by 78 per cent than in 1883. The adoption of the 
dispensary system mentioned in last year's report partly accounts for the additional number of 
operations performed in Jeypore. This system is on its trial in this State, and should experience 
decide against it the present arrangements will be modified. 

40. The decrease in Ulwur would seem to have been mainly due to the Native Superin- 
tendent being unfit for duty during half of the season, and in Bhurtpore, Tonk, and Kerowlee 
to the difficulty experienced in establishing a good vesicle, and to inefficient supervision. 

41. The percentage of success in primary vaccination, 92, is less by 2 per cent, than in 
1883, and varies among the larger States from 99 in Ulwur to 87 in Jeypore. Of the smaller 
States Shahpura as usual is lowest on the list, but it is hoped that a change may be effected 
by the vaccinator recently appointed. 

42. Eight hundred and fifty persons were re- vaccinated with a success equal to 82 per cent. 
It seems probable, however, from the returns, that the term ^' re-vaccination" is not understood 
by the vaccinators in Jeypore and Sirohee. Steps will be taken to insure the meaning of the 
word being made clear to them. 

48. The average number of persons vaccinated by each vaccinator increased by 25 per 
cent The reason, as explained in previous reports, for the remarkably high averages recorded 
in Bhurtpore and Kerowlee, is that in these States it has long been the custom for the Hospital 
establishment to assist in the work. 

44. The establishment remained the same as in the previous year and numbered 74 
vaccinators. 

45. The expenditure was larger by nearly 4 per cent, than in 1883, the increase being 
chiefly shown under the head of travelling allowance. The average cost of each soccessful 
case was 16 pie against 19 pie in 1883, and varied from 7 and 9 pie in Bhurtpore and Kerowlee 
to 60 in Bikanir. The explanation g^ven in paragraph 43 accounts for the small expenditure 
in Bhurtpore and Kerowlee, while the high average in Bikanir is obvioudy due to the small 
number of operations performed by the single vaccinator employed in that State.

46. The above table shows the extent to which supervision has been exercised^ and the 
result of inspections during the past year. That it is not so favorable a record as for 1883 is 
chiefly attributable to the excellent Native Superintendent of Ulwur, Raja Bam^ having met 
with an accident which incapacitated him for work during half the season. The Superintend- 
ent of Kotah and Jhallawar did not see many cases as he only rejoined his appointment on the 
9th of December, but a considerable number of villages (83) were visited, while the Superin- 
tendent of Oodeypore, owing partly to ill-health and partly to his presence being required at 
head-quarters, only inspected 25 cases and 2 villages. One thousand, nine hundred and 
sixty-seven cases were seen by the Superintendent-General, of which 97 were unsuccessful. 
The manner in which vaccination has been extended in Jeypore and Marwar speaks well 
for the energy of Surgeon-Major Hendley and Surgeon Adams, while in Ulwur it is 
not too much to say that the work is about as good as it can be and reflects much credit on 
Surgeon-Major T. ffrench Mullen, who for many years has taken great interest in vaccination, 
and has never spared himself in promoting it. Several instances are reported of parents 
going out of their way and taking some trouble in order to have their children vaccinated, 
and there is no doubt that opposition, though still in some parts pretty active, is gradually 
giving way. 

DISPENSARIES. 

Sbction II. 

47. In the Ajmere Division no dispensary has changed its class daring the past year, 
while the number of the institutions, 7, remains the same as in 1883. The Beawar dis« 
pensary has been enlarged and improved, and some alterations in the building at Todgarh are 
under consideration. 

48. In Native States 2 dispensaries fell from the 1st to 2nd classi and 6 rose from the 
3rd to the 2nd class. Three new dispensaries were. opened in Jeypore daring the year, which 
brings the total number of these institutions in Native States up to 69*

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49. In the Ajmere Divisioo there were 117 (15 per oent.) fewer in-patients treated^ the 
de^rei^ heing chiefly shown in the Beawar and Ajmir Dispensaries. The mortality increased 
by 4 per cent. The average time of residence in hospital was shorter by 2 days than in 
1883. 

50. The number of oat«patiente in the Ajmere Division increased by more than 2 per cent.^ 
the increase being most marked at Beawar and Todgarh. At Ajmere^ Masuda^ and Bamsar fewer 
out-patients attended than in 1883, the falling ofE being most conspicuous in the returns of 
the Ajmere Dispensary. Each out-patient paid on , the average 2 visits to hospital as in 18K3. 
The percentage of iu-patients to total treated^ 2, was the same, and the average attendance of 
out-patientSj 247, was 1 less than for the previous year. 

51. In Native States, as will be seen by a reference to Table 10, the details regarding 
in-patients are nearly the same as those recorded for 1883. 

52. There was an increase in Native States of more than 14 per cent in the number of 
out-patients, and of 11 per cent, in the daily average attendance, the average number of visits 
to hqspitalby each patient being 4 as in 1888. An increase in the total number treated took 
place in 13 States and 47^ dispensaries, a decrease being shown in 2 States and 19 dispen- 
saries. In comparing the number of out-patients for 1883 and 1884, it should be remembered 
that 3 new dispensaries were opened in 1884.

53. In the Ajmere Division abscess, boils, and ulcers caused 16 per cent, of the admissions, 
being 1 per cent, less than in 1883. Malarial fever and spleen also contributed 16 per cent. Qf 
the sickness, which is an increase of 4 per cent, on the previous year. The increase in the 
number of admissions from malarial fever shown in all the dispensaries, and particularly at 
Beawar, is the most noticeable feature of the year in the medical history of these institutions. 
Although cholera was more prevalent, bowel complaints gave rise to less sickness by 2 per 
cent, than in 1883, the difference in the number of cases treated in the 2 years being most 
marked in the returns of the Ajmere Dispensary. 

The number of seizures and deaths from cholera which occurred among patients seen by 
the medical staff has been already given. The percentages of the other diseases given in 
Table 11 are almost identical for the 2 years. 

In the same table is shown the variation in the percentages of deaths for 1883 and 
1884. Bespiratory diseases were more fatal by 3 per cent, and bowel complaints by 2 per cent, 
than in the previous year ; but the total number of in-door patients treated for those diseases is 
too small to enable useful deductions to be made from the mortality caused by them. 

54. In Native States (Table 11) malarial fever was 5 percent, more frequent and 3 per 
cent, more fatal than in 1883, 18 per cent, of the admissions and 12 per cent, of the deaths 
being due to this cause. Abscess, boils, and ulcer occasioned 16 per cent of the sickness and 1 
per cent, of the mortality, each being lower by 2 per cent, than in the previous year. Respiratory 
diseases and bowel complaints caused 6 per cent, and 5 per cent, of the total number of cases, 
against 6 per cent, and 4 per cent, in 18K3, and 14 per cent, and 17 percent, of the death-rate 
these ratios being less by 8 per cent, and 2 per cent, than those recorded for the previous year. 

* The 8 Dispensaries opened daring the year have been excluded. 
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1^191 oat-door and 8 in-door patientSi of whom 2 died, were treated foreholera. One hundred 
and forty-eight cases of small-pox, 71 of which occurred at Shahpora, were attended to by the' 
medical staff. 

55. In Native States, as in Ajmere, the most noteworthy circumstances in the medical 
history of the dispensaries for the year is the large increase compared with 1883 in the 
number of cases admitted for malarious fever. The same percentage, 18, on the total number 
of cases was recorded in 1881 when a heavy rainfall was also registered in most parts of the 
province. The increase is shown in all the States but one, that of Fertabgarh, and in 62 
out of 66^ dispensaries and occurred in Kotah and Jhallawar, where it rained less than usual, as 
well as in Bburtpore and XJlwur, where the fall far exceeded the average. It is difficult, how. 
ever, to obtain exact information regarding the rainfall in outlying districts, and it may be 
that more fell there than was collected in the cities of Kotah and Jhalrapatan.

57. Forty-five per cent, of those who attended the dispensaries, both in Ajmere and in 
Native States, were women and children, which gives an increase of 4 per cent, and S per cent 
respectively.

68. In the Ajmere Divicdon 1S8 major operations were performed with 6 deaths, against 
iSfiS with 8 deaths in 1888. 

One hundred and ten of these operations were done in the Ajmere Hospital chiefly by Dn 
Crofts, who officiated as Civil Surgeon for eight months, and partly by Dr. Newman, the 
permanent incumbent, who held charge of the appointment for 4 months of the year. The 
lens was extracted in 29 cases. Nine persons were operated on for stone by lithotomy, and 
one by lithotrity, all of whom recovered. The superior maxillary bone was removed for 
disease. Fourteen amputations were performed, 1 being of the thigh; all of these cases 
were discharged cured. There were 3 deaths ; one occurred after difficult labour, 1 subse- 
quent to the opening of an abscess of the liver, and 1 after tapping for dropsy* 

59. Seventeen operations were done at Beawar. Nine patients were cut for stone, of 
whom 3 died. None of the other cases proved fatal. 

One person was operated on for stone successfully by lithotomy at the Todgarh Dispen- 
sary. There was an increase of 12 per cent, in the number of minor operations performed in 
the Division during the year. 

60. In Native States 616 major opemtions were performed and 12 deaths occurred, 
compared with 439 operations and 15 deaths in 1883. In contrasting the numbers for 1883 
and 1884, given in the different groups in table 14, we find that operations on the eye rose 
from 32 to 89, those for all other tumours from 59 to 78, and for stone from 47 to 56. The 
numbers under the other headings vary but little for the two years. Sixty cases of iridec- 
tomy, and 13 cases of cataract were operated on in the Jeypore State, 16 and 5 of them bt-ing 
done at the Mayo Hospital and the others by the Agency Surgeon while on tour. The 
lens was also extracted 3 times at Abu and once at Ulwur. Thirteen of the 63 amputa- 
tions were done at the Jeypore Mayo Hospital, and 5 at other dispensaries in the State, 
12 in Jodhpore, 7 in Ulwur, and in Bhurtpore and Oodeypore 5 each. Ten operations for 
lithotomy were performed in the Jeypore State, 8 in Bhurtpore, 7 at Kherwara, 6 at Kerowlee, 
5 at Ulwur, and 4 at Jodhpore, and in addition to these 16 persons were cut for stone at 
other dispensaries in the province. The number of dislocations returned is again large, and 
especially so in Bhurtpore and Jodhpore, which States, as usual, head the list for accidents of 
this nature. 
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Of the 12 deaths^ 6 took place after amputation (3 thigh and 3 arm)^ 8 after lithotomy^ 
and 2 after excision of bones ; 1 occurred after the removal of a tumour, and 1 subsequent to 
tapping for dropsy. 

Eighteen thousand^ eight hundred and seventy-six minor operations were performed/ 
against 17^850 in the previous year^ which gives an increase of 5 per cent. 

61. Eighty-one major operations were done at the Jeypore Mayo Hospital^ and of these 
four ended fatally. Dr. Owen, C.I.E.^ officiated as Agency Surgeon from the 1st of January 
till the 26th of August, Dr. Martin succeeding him in the officiating appointment on the I4th 
of October. Dr. Hendley, the permanent incumbent, rejoined from leave on the 26th of October, 
and has submitted an excellent annual report on the working of the institutions iinder hia 
charge. 

Sixty-one major operations were performed in the Jodhpore Main Dispensary, but 23 of 
these were for reduction of dislocation. Two deaths occtpred, 1 fqllowing lithotomy and the 
other after amputation of the arm. 

In the Anah Hospital at Bhurtpore 40 operations were done with 1 death, but 8 of 
these were for reduction of dislocation and 9 for the relief of dropsy. 

At Ulwur 29 operations were performed and 1 death resulted. At Ood^rpore Dr. 
D. Srench Mullen excised the elbow joint, and Dr. Crofts at Kotah removed the lower jaw, 
both operations being successful. 

Statement C, which is appended, gives the names of the Dispensaries where the opevatio^8 
were performed.

63. In the Ajmere Division there was an increase of income on the previous year equal to 
4 per cent.> which was chiefly due to the credit balance being larger on the 1st of January 
1884 than in 1883, and partly to the receipt of additional subscriptions. Subscriptions from 
Europeans fell from Rs. 4513 to Rs. 284, while the sum collected from Natives rose from 
Rs. 1,813 to Rs. 1,767, the rise being confined to Ajmere. No money was subscribed by 
private individuals at Masuda, Pisangan, Todgarh, and Kekri, but the Kekri Municipality con- 
tribute Rs. 200 yearly to the Dispensary Fund. The amount of invested capital is shown in 
Part II of Statement V. 

64. The expenditure was larger by SO per cent, than in 188S (Rs. 7,811 against Rfr* 
10,217) the increase being almost entirely shown under the head of Building. Rs. 2,541 were 
spent in enlarging the Beawar Dispensary and Rs. 400 in improving the dispensary at Tod- 
garh. Alterations and repairs were also carried out in the institutions at Kekri and Ajmere, 
involving an outlay of Rs. 204 and Rs. 102 respectively. The debit balance against the dis- 
pensaries has not been included as formerly under *' miscellaneous charges,^' but the amount 
is shown against each institution under the column " Remarks '' in Statement V, Part I. The 
Beawar Dispensary has incurred a debt during the year of Rs. 461, and the balance against 
Kekri has been increased to Rs. 564, but these sums can be easily liquidated by the Muni- 
cipalities. The deficit at Todgarh and Pisangan now amounts to Rs. 1,017 and Rs. 931. The 
Todgarh Dispensary has Rs. 1,500 of invested capital, but Pisangan has little but the Gov- 
ernment allowance. Neither of these dispensaries are in a satisfactory condition pecuniarily as 
their income never comes up to their expenditure. The proportion of the cost borne by Gov- 
ernment was 48, against 60 per cent, in 1883. 

For the percentages of the total expenditure see Table 16 given above. Each case cost 49 
pie against 38 pie in 18 83, the large sum spent on building accounting for the additional 
expenditure. Each diet cost 11 pie, being 5 pie less than the average for the previous year.

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65. In comparing those dispensaries in the Ajmere Division which receive in-patients, it 
must be remembered that the average cost of each case at Beawar was raised by building 
expenses, and at Kekri by the comparatively small number of cases treated. The average cost 
of each diet varied from 11 pie at Ajmere and Beawar to 19 pie at Kekri, where there was only 
1 in-door patient per diem under treatment. 

66. In Native States the whole income of the dispensaries is contributed by the different 
Darbars. No subscriptions are received from the public and nothing is given from municipal 
or other local funds. The expenditure was slightly in excess (not quite i per cent.) of that for 
the previous year, the increase being chiefly shown under '' Establishment'' and *' Medicines," 
and is accounted for by the opening of 8 new dispensaries. The average cost of each 
case treated, 44 pie, was 6 pie less than in 1883, while the average expenditure on each diet, 
16 pie, was lower by 1 pie than in the previous year. 

67. The percentages of expenditure in Native States differ considerably from those given 
for the Ajmere Division ; in establishment the numbers are 6S and 44, the higher ratio being 
chiefly due to the comparatively large pay received by some of the Hospital Assistants in 
Native States. The cost of repairs to or erection of buildings is not shown in the returns 
received from the Darbars.

68. The above table makes it easy to compare with each other those States which have 
more than 1 dispensary. Each in-patient remained on the average 19 days in hospital, the 
time varying from 15 days in Bhurtpore to 24 days in Ulwur. Each out-patient paid on the 
average 3 visits to the dispensary. The cost of each diet varied from 1 1 pie in Bhurtpore 
and Kotah to 21 in Jhallawar, the average for the 8 States in the table being 18 pie. This 
strange variation in the cost of feeding patients is partly accounted for by the different customs 
prevailing with regard to the supply of firewood ; in some places it is given by the Darbar and 
in others it is purchased, the price being included in the accounts in the ordinary way. The 
cost of each case treated in Bhurtpore was 28 pie and in Kotah 72 pie. As stated in previous 
reports, the small expenditure in Bhurtpore is not a matter for congratulation, as it is attribute 
able chiefly to the low rate of pay received by the Hospital Assistants. The high average 
obtaining in Kotah appears to be mainly due to the small number of patients treated, compared 
with the other States given in the above table. 

69. Surgical instruments and appliances were inspected in all the institutions visited 
during the year, and the half-yearly returns furnished by the executive medical officers and 
subordinates holding independent charges have been regularly received and carefully checked- 
Sums recovered for articles lost or injured through carelessness or neglect are paid into the trea- 
sury to the credit of Government in the Military Department.

70. In the Ajmere jail the daily average number of prisoners was 583, against 562 in 
1883. The total number of admissions to hospital was 161, a decrease of 25 per cent, on the 
previous year, and the average daily sick, 6, was the same as for 1883. Only 2 prisoners 
died, the death-rate falling from 11 to 3 per thousand. These results reflect credit on the 
management of the jail, and speak well for the healthiness of its situation. 

71. In Native States in the 13 jails from which returns are received the daily average 
number of prisoners was 8,020, against 2,695 in 1883. The total numrber of admissions to 
hospital and the average daily sick were higher by 16 per cent, and 12 percent, respectively, 
while the mortality, which was heaviest during the third and fourth quarters of the year, rose 
from S3 to 45 per mille. Excluding cholera, however, which may be regarded as exceptional, 
the death-rate was 37 per thousand, and this is not a high ratio, considering the amount of 
sickness caused by malaria among the general population.

72. Taking first the 8 jails in which the daily average number of prisoners exceeded 
100, we find that in 6 of them the mortaUty was higher than in 1883, and notably so at 
Jeypore, Oodeypore, and Bfaurtpore, where it rose from 50, 22, and 49 to 75, 44, and 60 per 
thousand. The death-rate at Jeypore and Bhurtpore is reduced to 60 and 33 per mille if cholera 
be omitted. At Jodhpore it fell from 40 to 25 per thousand, and at Jhalrapatan no fatal case 
occurred, the mortality for the previous year having been at the rate of 49 per thousand. 

73. There are 5 small jails in which the average daily number of prisoners agg^regated 
887. In 2 of these (Sirohee and Shahpura) there were no deaths during the year, but in 
3, Dholpur, Tonk, and Kerowlee, the mortality reached the high figures of 1 1 7, 98, and 88 
per mille; exclusive of cholera the ratios are 106^ 16, and 76 per mille. The total number of 
deaths in these jails was in Dholpur 11 (1 from cholera), in Tonk 6 (5 from cholera), and in 
Kerowlee 7 (1 from cholera). * 

74. Much has been done in the Jeypore jail during the last few years for the benefit of the 
prisoners, and some considerable improvements in ventilation were effected in 1884, but so 
long as the present over-crowding continues the piisoners are unlikely to remain healthy. The 
Agency Surgeon informs me that the question of providing additional prison accommodation is 
now being considered. 

The extensive and important alterations made in the Kerowlee jail during the past year 
diould exercise a favorable influence on the health of the inmates, who are amply fed and su6S- 
ciently clothed. The present Maharana purposes carrying out the intention of His Highnesses 
predecessor by building a new jail at Oodeypore, and plans are now being prepared for it. 
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The new prison at Tonk should shortly be l:eady for occupation. It was utilized with good 
effect for the reception of prisoners when cholera appeared in the old jail. The Dholpur Jail has 
been much improved of late years. It was clean and in a good sanitary condition when recently 
visited^ and nearly all the recommendations made regarding food^ clothings and latrines had 
been carefully attended to. The crowding, however, is still considerable, though less than it 
formerly was. The large amount of sickness in this jail during the past year was probably 
mainly owing to the unhealthiness of the season. No death occurred in the JluJrapatan Jail, 
which had an average population of 186. The Agency Surgeon reports that a larger ration of 
vegetables and the administration of amchur had a decidedly beneficial effect on the health of 
the prisoners.

75. In the Ajmere Jail 25 per cent, of the cases treated were due to malarial fever and 
spleen, being a decrease of 8 per cent, on 1883. The admissions from skin diseases, ophthalmia, 
and respiratory affections were larger by 10 per cent., 4 per cent., and 3 per cent, than in the 
previous year, while boils, abscess and ulcers, and bowel complaints were less frequent by 8 
per cent, and 3 per cent. Two prisoners died during the year, 1 of apoplexy, and the other of 
acute Bright's disease. 

76. In the jails of Native States malarial fever and spleen contributed 39 per cent, of 
the cases treated, an increase of 9 per cent, on 1883. With the exception of Jodhpore this 
increase occurs in all the jails, and particularly in those at Bhurtpore, Jhalrapatan, Dholpur, and 
Shahpura. There were more cases of bowel complaints by 2 per cent., and few^r of boils, 
abscess, and uker by 4 per cent, than in the previous year^ The percentages of the other 
diseases given in the above table vary but slightly for the i years. 

77. Cholera appeared in 6 jails and caused £4 deaths out of 37 cases. The disease 
commenced in the Jeypore Jail on the 2nd of July and ceased on the 20th of ^August, having 
attacked in that time 12 prisoners, all of whom died. The dates of seizures were 2nd 
July (1), 19th (I), 20th (1), 28rd (1), 26th (2), 6th of August (1), 13th (1), 19th 
(1), 20th (1), 26th (1), and 28th (1). The disease was not confined to any barmck or 
part of the jail, but seized a victim here, and another there, in a most promiscuous mannet. 
There was nothing peculiar so far as could be ascertained in the habitations or habits of those 
attacked. 

There were l5 cases and 5 deaths from cholera in the Bhurtpore Jail between the 18th 
of August and the 2nd of September, and 5 cases and 5 deaths in the jail at Tonk between 
the 29th of August and the 14th of September. On the 15th of September the old jail at 
Tonk was abandoned and the new building occupied, after which no more cases occurred. Hiree 
prisoners at Kerowlee and 2 at Dholpur were seized with the malady, and 1 in each ladl 
died of the disease. 

78. Thirty-two per cent, of the mortality in the jails of Native States was occasioned by 
bowel complaints, and 20 per cent* by respiratory affections, being a decrease of 7 per cent, and 
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9 per cent, on the ratios recorded for the previooB year. Cholera and malarial fever caused a 
greater mortality by 10 per cent, and 1 per cent, than in 1888. Of the 60 prisoners who died 
in the Jeypore Jail, 18 were oyer 60 years of age> and 11 of these were admitted to hospital 
on the day of their imprisonment. 

79. Comparing the percentages of cases and deaths in the Ajmere Jail with those in the 
jails of Native States, we find that malarial fever was less frequent by 14 per cent, and less 
fatal by 10 per cent, in Ajmere. Bowel complaints caused more admissions by 14 per cent, in 
Native States, and a mortality of 32 per cent., no case of this nature proving fiital in Ajmere. 
9 per cent., 10 per cent., and 4 per cent, fewer patients were treated in Native States for injuries, 
skin diseases, and ophthalmia. Cholera was entirely absent from the Ajmere Jail, while 0*67 
per cent, of the cases and 17 per cent, of the deaths in the jails of Native States were due to 
this cause. 

80. Eflfbrts have been made to obtain the information asked for by the 8urgeon«6eneraI> 
iM^ording to Statements XIV and XV of the Standard Series, but not with sufficient success to 
render these forms available for this report. As the statistics required have been received, 
tor the most part incorrectly, from 8 jails only, it was considered advisable to adhere to the 
jretums hitherto submitted, and these are given in Appendices marked II, III,A, and IIIB. It 
is hoped that Statement XV will be furnished for 1885 by all the jails, but aa| there is a 
decided objection on the part of several of the Darbars to afford information regarding the 
cost of their prisons, it is improbable that Statement XIV will be willingly supplied for 
;fK)me time to come. In one instance it was stated that these statistics were not forthcoming, 
as no accounts were kept, and probably in other places they are kept so indifferently as to 
make it exceedingly difficult, if not impossible^ for the Darbars to give useful information on 
the subject of expenditure.

81. The following institutions were inspected during the past season, when a march of 
844 miles was accomplished, in addition to the distance travelled by d&k and rail ; Dispen- 
Baries— A jniere city, ' police, and railway hospitals ; Beawar ; Nagaur ( Jodhpore) ; Bikanir ; 
Jeypore-7-.Mayo Hospital, Palace Dispensary, Puranabasti, Agency Hospital, Malpura, Sikar, 
Jhunjhnu, Chirawa, Khetri ; Ulwur ; Bhurtpore, Anah Hospital^ City Dispensary, Oopalgarh, 
Akhegurh> Wair, Biana, Uchen, Bupbas; Dholpur Dispensary, Bari; Kerowlee Dispensary; 
TonkjDeoli; Oodeypore Hospital, Anadra. Jails — Ajmerej Bikanir; Ulwur; Bhurtpore; 
Dholpur; Kerowlee; Tonk; Oodeypore; and Jeypore. Surgeon-Major J. H. Newman offici- 
ated as Superintendent Oeneral of Dispensaries and Vaccination and Administrative Medical 
Officer for Bajputana, from the 18th of March till the 21st of November 1884, during the 
rabsence of Surgeon-Major L. D. Spencer.
